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Horse owners warned 
after tails hacked off

A WOMAN has spoken of her hor¬ 
ror after her horse’s tail was hacked 
off twice in one month. 

Deborah Lilly, of Red Lodge, was 
appalled when her four-year-old 
thoroughbred/cob Evie was tar¬ 
geted for a second time last week 
after offenders broke into the field 
on Wednesday night. 

Last month, five horses in the 
same field in Wildmere Lane, in 
Beck Row, including Evie, were tar¬ 
geted and had their tails cut off. 

Deborah said: “My heart went 
through the floor when I heard. I 
just thought ‘not again’. 

“She’s like a part of my family. It 
makes me feel violated. 

“It was a massive, thick tail and 
now there is nothing there. They 
take a really long time to grow 
back.” 

There has been fevered specula¬ 
tion amongst the other owners of 
the horses which were attacked as 
to the reason behind the attacks. 

Deborah said: “We have heard 
all sorts of rumours. Some people 
think it is tagging for theft, others 
said it was for jewellery. We don’t 
know what to think. Why would 
somebody do that to an animal? 



“I have sometimes heard about 
people sabotaging horses who are 
going out to shows but she has nev¬ 
er been to a show in her life.” 

Deborah said she has been losing 


sleep since the attack and going to 
the field every few hours through¬ 
out the night to check on the hors¬ 
es. 

Evie’s headcollar was removed as

a precautionary measure after the 
first attack but this did not deter 
the perpetrators. Deborah said she 
was at a loss as to how to protect 
her horse and it had made her sus¬ 
picious of every passerby. 

She added: “My worst fear is for 
her to be stolen. She is not anything 
special, but she is to me. I want to 
let other horse owners know to stop 
it happening again.” 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk Con¬ 
stabulary said this type of incident 
was rare. 

“Although the horses are not be¬ 
ing harmed it is clearly quite dis¬ 
tressing for people,” she said. 

“Until we catch somebody and

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speak to them we can’t really spec¬ 
ulate on why they are doing it.” 

A spokesman for the RSPCA 
said: “It may be distressing for the 
horses in the field and if anyone is 
concerned they can call the RSPCA 
if they feel there is a matter of cru¬ 
elty.”

New security fences to 
deter allotment thieves

AN ALLOTMENT which has 
suffered from a spate of thefts 
will benefit from improved se¬ 
curity thanks to a grant from 
the town council. 

New Cheveley Road allot¬ 
ments will receive a cash boost 
for £2,756 from Newmarket 
Town Council’s community ser¬ 
vices committee on Monday af¬ 
ter appealing to the council for 
help to replace the old fences. 

The site - one of three run by 
the Newmarket Allotment As¬ 
sociation - will use the money 
to install a chain link fence 
around the outside of the area. 

Jackie Norton, crime reduc¬ 
tion officer at Suffolk Police, 
said in a report: “There have 
been a few recorded crimes 
over the year of 2012/13 involv¬ 
ing thefts of tools and produce.” 

She recommended a replace¬ 
ment fence along the New 
Cheveley Road, which she de¬ 
scribed as an “area of vulner¬ 
ability”, as well as spiky plants 
like blackberry bushes to deter 
intruders. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, chair 
of the community services 
committee, said there have 
been problems with thefts 
of flowers and fruit and veg¬ 
etables as well as tools. 
He said: “It’s the Cheveley Road 
market to some of them. They 
go and help themselves.” 

The committee have given a 
grant of £1,000 in the past to the 
Field Terrace Road branch and 
they voted to give the money 
from the community services 
reserves. 

Cllr Hirst said: “They really 
are an excellent facility. They

have done a really good job up 
there. 

“We haven’t spent anything 
on Cheveley Road in a very 
long time. What the report is 
saying from the police is they 
need to improve the security. 
There have been some break 
ins there.” 

Cllr Shirley Crickmere, who 
represents All Saints ward, said: 
“I would like to propose we put 
the money forward for this be¬ 
cause it will be very helpful to

Police focusing on 
speeding drivers 


SPEEDING motorists will be a 
priority for the county’s police 
supremo after he said the issue 
“dominated” his mail bag. 

Suffolk Police and Crime 
Commissioner Tim Passmore 
announced he will make speed 
enforcement number one on 
his agenda throughout June 
as part of his wider Police and 
Crime Plan, which was pub¬ 
lished in April. 

Members of the public are 
urged to fill in a speeding sur¬ 
vey, which was launched at the 
weekend, to express their views 
on what Mr Passmore described 
as a “highly emotive and com¬ 
plex issue”. 

He said: “Speeding is a sub¬ 
ject which clearly splits pub¬ 
lic opinion. It is an issue that 
comes up regularly as I speak to 
people across the county and it 
dominates my mail bag. 

“I have just completed a se¬ 
ries of community meetings 
across the county and speeding 
has been one the most fiercely 
debated issues - I have been

amazed by the breath of opin¬ 
ion.” 

Mr Passmore said: “Some 
people consider that there 
should be more robust enforce¬ 
ment especially in villages and 
near schools, while others vehe¬ 
mently object to mobile speed 
cameras.”

Douglas Paxton, Mr Passmore 
hopes to use public opinion to 
shape future police plans. 

He said: “Speeding enforce¬ 
ment is a highly emotive and 
complex issue.

Primary school 
‘making progress’ 


A SCHOOL which was ordered 
to improve by inspectors four 
months ago has been told it is 
making good progress in a fol¬ 
low up inspection. 

Paddocks Primary School, in 
Rochfort Avenue, Newmarket, 
was judged to ‘require improve¬ 
ment’ by Ofsted inspectors in 
February 

As part of the poor ranking, 
inspectors from the school’s 
watchdog are monitoring the 
school until its next inspection 
to help it to improve. 

Inspector Ian Middleton visit¬ 
ed the school in May and found 
improvements had been made 
in most of the areas criticised, 
which were achievement of 
pupils, quality of teaching and 
leadership and management. 

He said in a report: “Your 
amendments to the school im¬ 
provement plan show how you 
will tackle the weaknesses iden¬ 
tified in the inspection report, 
within a year. You have used the 
feedback from the inspection 
to raise your expectations of

teachers and pupils and clarify 
your vision for the school now 
that it has become a primary 
school for pupils up to the age 
of 11.” 

One of the areas identified for 
improvement was teaching and 
the school provided extra train¬ 
ing for the teachers as a result. 

But Mr Middleton advised the 
school to ensure success crite¬ 
ria was easy to measure so that 
progress could be assessed. 

“The success criteria does not 
identify precisely enough what 
pupils should know, under¬ 
stand or be able to do as a result

of better teaching. This makes 
it harder for senior leaders and 
governors to assess improve¬ 
ments,” he said. 

He advised the school to cir¬ 
culate the school’s action plan 
to parents and said the school 
should monitor the quality of 
teaching by “evaluating a wide 
range of evidence in addition to 
lesson observation, particularly 
teaching that is not yet good”. 

The inspector met with teach¬ 
ers, governors and representa¬ 
tives from the local authority 
as well as evaluating the school 
improvement plan and visiting 
lessons during his visit. 

Headteacher Gerry Sexton 
said: “We have checked that all 
lessons have clear learning ob¬ 
jectives and success criteria so 
that children know what they 
are expected to achieve. 

“The teachers and I will be 
visiting Outstanding Schools 
and seminars to continue mov¬ 
ing the school to good or out¬ 
standing by observing and us¬ 
ing best practice.”

New chairman takes the reins 

As was generally expected, the 
Annual Meeting of the Mildenhall 
Parish Council saw the elevation 


into the top job on the council of 
Councillor John Bloodworth, one 
of the Great Heath ward mem¬ 
bers, following the standing down 
of Mr Malcolm Smith. 

Mr Bloodworth, who is a busi¬ 
nessman on the town's industrial 
estate, apart from being ex officer 
on all the council’s committees 
and other worldng groups, has 
also accepted to be council’s rep¬ 
resentative on the Mildenhall In¬ 
dustrial Watch, while by virtue of 
the constitution of the Mildenhall 
Twinning Association, he will also 
take part in that group’s commit¬ 
tee meetings and events. 

More sunshine would have 
helped 

Those hoping to see a large 
number of spikes in the chalky 
grass on the site of a rather special 
plant growing near Mildenhall 
were a little disappointed when 
they went there last Saturday 

For the Military Orchid plants, 
whose blue spikes grow only in 
two other known places in Eng¬ 
land, and which can be found in 
a Forestry Commission enclosure 
at the top of a grassy drove be¬ 
tween the All and the A1101, as it 
winds southwards to Icklingham 
from the Fiveways Roundabout, 
were clearly not as far forward as 
mother years. 

Normally reached after a stiff 
walk uphill from the road and 
ending in an open glade within 
sight of the nearby A11 traffic, on 
this occasion the Commission 
staff allowed vehicles to be parked 
beside the track so that botanists 
and other viewers with less ability 
to move could get nearer the site. 


Vistors travelled from far and 
wide. As usual, there were For¬ 
estry Commission staff on hand 
to provide expert information 
Watch the birdies 
Those interested in spotting 
the rare nightjar in Thetford For¬ 
est will have the opportunity to 
join two special Tuesday even¬ 
ing events, the so-called “Gabble 
Ratchet walks”. They are on June 
18 and July 9. 

The Forestry Commission Eng¬ 
land is arranging these events, 
starting at Fire Route 5 in the 
woodlands off the B1106 Brandon 
to Elveden road, with those wish¬ 
ing to participate being asked to 
be there for an 8.30pm start. 

The nightjar has made its way 
from Africa to nest and breed in 
Thetford Forest. 

Twinning celebrations 
On what was one of the most 
successful twinning meetings of 
the past 20 years, the French lead¬ 
ers in Luc-sur-Mer, Normandy, 
produced a quite splendid week¬ 
end ten days ago for their visitors 
from Mildenhall and from Fric- 
kenhausen-am-Main, in south¬ 
eastern Germany 
With a full programme of visits, 
allied to the official speeches and 
attendant gift presentations, the 
whole weekend was well-organ¬ 
ised and enjoyed by the recipi¬ 
ents. 

During the weekend, the party 
of nearly 40 from the three coun¬ 
tries spent Saturday morning at 
a Calvados producing plant, see¬ 
ing how the apples are made into 
Pommeau, apple juice, cider and 
the splendid smooth Calvados 


itself, with special designations 
given for various years of the fine 
maturing liquid. 

After lunch the group moved on 
to Haras and the Manoir de Sens, 
where they were shown a famous 
riding a famous riding establish¬ 
ment. 

Then it was back to Luc, where, 
in the evening, a fine dinner was 
enjoyed. 

The Sunday morning pro¬ 
gramme brought the formal 
ceremonies, as three civic repre¬ 
sentatives, together with the Eng¬ 
lish twinning officers and their 
French lady counterpart jointly 
pulling the cord which uncov¬ 
ered a special plaque. This named 
an open space as “Square de 
l’Europe“ (The Europe Square), 
with the band playing the famous 
Beethoven Sixth, the European 
anthem. 

There followed another fine 
buffet lunch, with the French 
town organisations then provid¬ 
ing music of various kinds and a 
line-dancing display. 

After this show of unity, it was 
probably a pleasure to spend the 
remaining time on a less hectic 
note with their French hosts, be¬ 
fore returning later to the respec¬ 
tive countries.

Researchers use pedal power to fight cancer 


RESEARCHERS have swapped 
the lab for the cycle lanes in 
preparation for a mammoth charity 
bike ride. 

Mark Watson, 30, of Bill Rickaby 
Drive, Newmarket and his team 
mates Martin Frohock, 30, Tim 
Bygrave, 29, and Tony Rose, 45, are 
planning to cycle a gruelling 300 
miles from Cambridge to Paris on 
June 19 in just three days. 

The team hope to raise £10,000 


for Cancer Research UK and all 
four members have worked at the 
charity's Cambridge Institute. 

Mark, hospitality supervisor at 
the institute, said: "None of us 
have ever done anything like this 
before but seeing the amazing 
work carried out by our researchers 
and knowing how much of that 
is funded by charity has really 
inspired us. One in three people 
are affected by cancer at some 


point in their lives so we want to 
help more people survive and bring 
forward the day when all cancers 
are cured." 

The team have already raised 
£4,000 through sponsorship from 
Energy and Carbon, Best Western 
Plus, The Gonville Hotel, in 
Cambridge and Catermasters but 
they still have a way to go.

Poverty charity 
given cash boost 


AN anti-poverty char¬ 
ity will be able to help 
more people get back on 
their feet after receiving a 
£1,500 grant. 

The Mildenhall branch

David Chambers, debt 
coach at the centre, said:

“We expect demand for 
our services will con¬ 
tinue to grow, especially 
given the recent changes 
to welfare benefits and 
housing allowances. 

“The latest grant award 
from Mildenhall Parish 
Council will not only al¬ 
low us to carry on help¬ 
ing more clients, but also 
enable us to put on CAP 
Money Courses which 
teach people how to man¬ 
age their personal financ¬ 
es better and encourage 
everyone to budget, save 


and spend more effec¬ 
tively.” 

He added: “We really 
appreciate the fact our 
parish councillors recog¬ 
nise the impact of per¬ 
sonal debt in the local 
community and are mak¬ 
ing an important contri¬ 
bution to tackling it.” 

Since the West Suffolk 
centre opened in October 
2011, nearly 100 client 
appointments have been 
booked. 

At the end of its first 
year, the total amount of 
debt being managed by 
West Suffolk CAP Centre 
on behalf of active clients 


living in the area was over 
£457,000. 

The centre’s personal 
service has seen five cli¬ 
ents go debt free this year, 
either by clients pay¬ 
ing off their own debts 
through a structured re¬ 
payment plan or by cli¬ 
ents completing an insol¬ 
vency process. 

Mr Chambers said: “If 
anyone thinks they have 
no-one to turn to or their 
debts are insurmount¬ 
able, please think again. 
Our service is free, you 
will not be judged and we 
are here to help you.”

£35k funding drive

A HOMELESSNESS charity has 
launched an appeal to raise thou¬ 
sands of pounds to accommodate 
more vulnerable young people. 

Newmarket Open Door hopes 
to raise £35,000 to expand its sup¬ 
ported housing to create three more 
bedrooms and a social and training 
space at Portland House, in High 
Street. 

John Durrant, general manager, 
said: “I am excited about this pro¬ 
ject because it is about meeting a 
need. There is a need and we are 
always full. 

“We have people sofa surfing, liv¬ 
ing in tents, living in the woods. 

“There are a lot of people who 
need help. We provide 17 rooms on 
the site already and we are looking 
to increase it to 20.” 


The charity are also planning to 
apply for a lottery grant as it has 
had no funding from the organisa¬ 
tion since it started in 1997. 

President Terry Waite CBE said: “It 
is no good giving people money, we 
have to give them the support and 
the opportunity to make something 
of their lives. 

“I think when local businesses 
can get together and support com¬ 
munity organisations 
it is good for the entire 
town.” 

Newmarket-based 
insurers Hasting Di¬ 
rect, Waitrose and the 
Liam Fairhurst foun¬ 
dation have all made 
donations to kickstart 
the appeal. 

Laura Peeling, a part¬ 
ner at Waitrose, has set 


up a foodbank for Newmarket Open 
Door at the supermarket in Fred 
Archer Way. 

She said: “We ask for people to 
buy an item and the put it in the 
food bank by the tills. 

“However sometimes people give 
you a full carrier bag of food which 
is just so amazing.” 

Laura added: “We had one gentle¬ 
man who wanted to remain anony¬ 
mous who gave us £1,000 
for the charity.” 

Newmarket Open Door 
also runs a charity super¬ 
store and a recycling cen¬ 
tre alongside its supported 
housing.

Three are 
hurt in 
car and 
lorry crash 

THREE men were taken to 
hospital after a collision be¬ 
tween a car and a lorry last 
Wednesday night. 

Emergency services at¬ 
tended the scene in Ford- 
ham Road, outside New¬ 
market, at 10.25pm where a 
Honda CRV, travelling from 
the A14 onto the A142, col¬ 
lided with a Volvo articulat¬ 
ed lorry travelling south on 
the A142. 

Firefighters used special¬ 
ist cutting equipment to 
release two people trapped 
in the car who were taken to 
hospital by ambulance. 

The lorry was leaking die¬ 
sel and police closed the 
road for safety while crews 
made the area safe. 

A spokesman for the East 
of England Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice said: “There were three 
men involved, one man in 
his 50s and two men in their 
70s. 

“One of the men in his 70s 
was suffering from chest 
pain and some bruising, 
perhaps from an airbag in¬ 
jury. 

“He was taken to West 
Suffolk Hospital for treat¬ 
ment.” 

The man in his 50s suf¬ 
fered injuries to his legs 
while the other man in his 
70s sustained “serious inju¬ 
ries”. 

They were both taken to 
Addenbrooke’s. 

The ambulance service 
spokesman said the condi¬ 
tion of all three men is be¬ 
lieved to be stable. 

Police are appealing for 
witnesses to the incident to 
come forward.

800 years of 
prison time for 
worst criminals 

JAIL time of almost 800 years has been 
given to some of the region's most 
violent criminals since the launch of a 
new major crime unit. 

Detectives across Cambridgeshire, 
Bedfordshire and Hertfordshire have 
been working in the collaborated 
Major Crime Unit since April 2012, 
investigating murder, manslaughter, 
kidnap and extortion alongside any 
other major inquiries for each of the 
three forces. 

They have taken on 38 fresh 
investigations and seen 10 life 
sentences handed down by the courts, 
although some of those investigations 
were started before the unit's birth. 

Judges have jailed those convicted 
of crimes including murder, hijacking, 
rape, kidnap and extortion for at least 
792 years in total. 

Det Supt Jeff Hill said: 'in this first 
year we have had some outstanding 
results in some complex and 
challenging investigations. The past 
12 months has seen the conclusion 
of old cases, which had been dealt 
with by individual forces, and whole 
investigations progressed from initial 
investigation through to sentence." 

He added: "It all adds up to the 
most dangerous people in society 
being taken off the streets and making 
Bedfordshire, Cambridgeshire and 
Hertfordshire safer places to live." 

The unit works from Huntingdon and 
Stevenage.

Be aware of the 
dangers of alcohol 


John Newton believes he was addicted to alcohol after his very first 
drink - aged just 14. It dominated his life for years to come but, just 
as his body was about to give out, rehab saved him. The recovering 
alcoholic has just written his second book on the subject - and 
says addiction to alcohol is far more prevalent than we think. 


H ELLO, my name is John and I’m 
an alcoholic. These are words 
that are spoken countless times 
every day in AA meetings all over the 
planet. What is an alcoholic? The answer 
varies depending on where you look, but 
one of the most popular definitions is: A 
person who drinks alcoholic substances 
habitually and to excess or who suffers 
from alcoholism.’ 

The World Health Organisation 
estimates there to be some 140 million 
alcoholics worldwide - and that alcohol 
is the world’s third largest risk factor for 
premature death. 

I think that this is probably an 
underestimate. Why? Because of the 
incalculable number of people who, as 
you read this, are alcohol-dependent 
and don’t even know it. You may be one 
of them, I know I was. 

Even when I began to realise I had 
a problem with alcohol I didn’t stop 
drinking. 

As my alcoholism progressed and 
started to have major effects on my life, 
my health and my finances, and I began 
to encounter the medical profession, 
hospitals, detox units and rehabs 
because of it, I still didn’t stop drinking. 

I didn’t stop because I refused to believe 
I was an alcoholic. This is common 
among all addicts. The notion that we 
can quit whenever we like - that there is 
really nothing wrong with the way we are 
behaving - is what kills so many of us. 

If you are somebody who needs a 
drink every night when you get home 
after a hard day at work, because you 
find yourself unable to relax without 
it, then you are probably alcohol- 
dependent. The amount you drink is 
really irrelevant. If you need it then you 
are dependent. 

You don’t have to be on a park bench 
on Jesus Green, Cambridge, in a dirty 
raincoat with a bottle or a can hidden in 
your pocket, to be alcohol dependent. 


Most alcoholics are not found on the 
streets, but at home with a couple of 
six packs or a bottle of wine to unwind 
in the evening. Between 70 and 80 per 
cent of all addicts get up and go to work 
every day; they are not homeless, in jail 
or destitute. Anyone can become alcohol 
dependent and not only wouldn’t you 
know it, neither would they. 

Alcoholism is subtle and insidious; 
it creeps up on you like a thief in the 
night and takes everything you have and 
everything you are. The chances are you 
won’t even see it coming and by the time 
you do figure it out, your life will already 
be spiralling out of control. 

Some people call alcoholism a disease 
(it was officially recognised as such 
by the American Medical Association 
in 1991) and others think there may 
be a gene responsible for addictive 
behaviour. Wouldn’t that be nice? Yet 
more excuses for all the alcoholics and 
drug users to fall back on. 

Lor me, the jury is still out on these 
issues. Although we addicts like to think 
we are not responsible for our own 
addictions, in the cold light of day and 
with the benefit of years of sobriety, I 
firmly believe that we are. 

Nobody poured the booze down my 
neck. Nobody held a gun to my head and 
forced me to consume large amounts of 
alcohol on a daily basis for the majority 
of my adult life. I and I alone did that. I 
drank too much for too long and I got 
addicted - that’s the only truth I know. 

The World Health Organisation 
estimates that 2.5 million people die 


worldwide as a direct result of alcohol. 
That is far more than all the deaths from 
all other drugs put together. It is said 
that alcoholism is the only ‘disease’ that 
convinces the sufferer that they don’t 
have it and while I’m not convinced 
about the term ‘disease’, the rest is 
definitely true. 

When alcoholism is approaching 
its terrible worst, what the alcoholic 
really wants more than anything are 
two things. The first is to be normal, 
to be able to drink with impunity like 
everybody else. The second is to have 
alcohol do to him what it does to others, 
to make him merry and jolly. 

Neither of these things is possible, 
nor will ever be possible again for the 
alcoholic. But many will pursue them in 
a vain effort to relive all the good times 
they had with alcohol; some people 
will pursue them all the way to death 
itself. If not checked, then alcoholism 
is always fatal, it is a terminal condition 
as deadly as any cancer. The only way 
out is complete abstinence. I am now 
in my tenth year of sobriety, but I 
remain an alcoholic. I can never drink 
alcohol again if I wish to stay well. When 
writing about alcoholism I will always 
emphasize this point. Alcoholism is 
for life, there is no cure, only a reprieve 
one day at a time. It is so important to 
understand this point. Too many people 
will spend a considerable amount 
of time in sobriety and come to the 
conclusion they are cured. I did it many 
times only to find my life disappear back 
down the proverbial pan once again.

My first book Demons in the Dark, An 
Alcoholic’s Tale, published three years 
ago, tells of alcoholism at its miserable 
final stages. It tells of the darkness 
and despair that alcoholism brings; of 
demon hallucinations and of debilitating 
sickness. 

My second - and most recent - book, 
Roaring Drunk: An Idiot’s Guide on 
Becoming an Alcoholic, is possibly _ 

more important because 
it tells how I got there. 

It describes a series of 
events picked at random 
throughout my life 
which maybe should 
have rung some very 
loud alarm bells for 
me, but unfortunately 
didn’t. From the age 
of 14, when I had my 
first drink of alcohol, 
to the age of 50, when I 
entered rehab for the last 
time, it describes patterns ^ 
of behaviour and ways of 
thinking that led me on a path of 
self-destruction that I didn’t see coming 
until it was almost too late. 

The main purpose of the book is to 
show that actually, there was nothing too 
unusual about the way I was behaving. 
Many people I knew were doing the 
same thing. In the pub every night, 
drinking to excess on a daily basis, yet 
functioning; going to work with nothing 
more than the occasional hangover and 
thinking there was nothing wrong with 
this behaviour. 

The thing that frightens me now is 
the huge number of potential alcoholics 
that are out there as I’m sitting typing 
this piece. They may be in the pub every

night or binge-drinking enormous 
quantities of alcohol at the weekend, 
doing untold damage to their bodies and 
brains and heading down the exact same 
path that I and many others travelled - 
to find ourselves in the depths of despair 
that only an addict knows. 

Alcohol is a powerful and dangerous 
drug. Don’t make the mistake of 
^ thinking that just because it is legal 
and easy and cheap to get hold 
of that it is safe. It is not. It 
can ruin your life and the 
lives of those who love 
you just as easily as any 
Class A drug. Binge- 
i drinking is especially 
dangerous and is 
linked to many life 
threatening conditions 
such as stroke, cirrhosis, 
cardiovascular disease 
and alcohol poisoning 
as well as other disturbing 
conditions like foetal alcohol 
^ syndrome, unwanted pregnancy 
or injuries and death caused by 
fighting or car accidents. 

In all my writings and other projects, 
despite popular belief, I don’t want to 
spoil anybody’s good time. If you enjoy 
alcohol and you drink it sensibly then 
good luck to you. I just want people 
to be aware of the dangers and treat 
alcohol with the respect it deserves. 

If you don’t, then it will come back to 
bite you one day. Just because you can 
walk into a pub or any corner shop or 
supermarket and buy it with ease does 
not, in my opinion, make it any less 
dangerous than any other drug. 

So please take care out there - 
and be aware of what you are drinking.

Help for pupils 
caught up in 
exam nightmare 


STUDENTS haunted by finding 
out they had studied the wrong 
book for their A-level just days 
before the exam have been of¬ 
fered a lifeline. 

Newmarket College, which 
was placed into special meas¬ 
ures earlier this year, was forced 
to apologise to four A-level Eng¬ 
lish students who spent eight 
months studying Bram Stoker’s 
Dracula before finding out they 
should have been swotting up 
on Mary Shelley’s Frankenstein. 

The mistake was only spotted 
when a teacher from another 
school looked at the curriculum 
while teaching the students for 
their coursework. 

One of the pupils, Abbie 
Stallabras, 18, of Green Road, 
in Newmarket, said she was 
“stunned” when she found out. 

“The teacher was being 
strangely nice when we went 
into the classroom. Then she 
said there has been a cock-up 
and the text you have been stud¬ 
ying has not been in the exam. 

“I was so angry I couldn’t even 
speak.” 

Abbie, who is aiming for a B in 
the subject will sit the two-hour

literature exam tomorrow, at the 
same time as pupils across the 
country. 

After desperate pleas from 
Newmarket College the exam 
board has stepped in and said 
the students will be allowed to 
incorporate Dracula answers 
into their exam papers. 

A spokeswoman for AQA said: 
“Where a school has taught the 
wrong text by mistake, we 
work with them to find 
a solution so that 
students aren’t dis¬ 
advantaged. 

“In this case, 
we have put ar¬ 
rangements in 
place so that stu¬ 
dents will be able 
to refer to Dracula in 
part of their responses 
and their answers will be 
marked as normal.” 

Deputy principal Nick Froy 
described the blunder as “a 
deeply regrettable error” and 
promised to establish what had 
gone wrong. 

He said: “We can confirm 


that Newmarket College has 
launched an investigation into 
this deeply regrettable error and 
will inform all concerned when 
the facts have been established. 

“We have alerted the relevant 
examination board and ex¬ 
plained the situation. Once we 
have a response from the board 
we will be writing to the parents 
of the students involved to ex¬ 
plain what measures have been 
put in place to protect their fu- 
irests. 

“In the meantime, 
the four students af¬ 
fected have received 
substantial extra 
tuition with the 
College’s English 
teacher, Norton 
Howells, who is 
an expert in Gothic 
genre literature, as 
well as a specially tai¬ 
lored revision pack on the 
substance of the novel, to help 
them with their pre-exam revi¬ 
sion. 

“Each student will also receive 
additional examination prepa¬ 
ration with Mr Howells immedi¬ 
ately prior to the exam.”

T he market town of Mildenhall in Suffolk, on the 
River Lark and at the edge of the Fens, has 
been a settlement since Anglo Saxon times, 
mentioned in the Domesday Book of 1086 as a 
well-established settlement complete with church, 
mill and 64 families. 

The “Mildenhall Treasure”, however, a hoard of Roman 
silver from the 4th century, discovered in 1942 and now 
displayed at the British Museum, suggests that it dates 
even further back than this. Although the town was 
always historically centred around agriculture, changes 
came in the 1930s when the first of the Royal Air Force’s 
new style of bomber bases arrived in town. 

The town served as a key base during the Second World 
War, and since 1950 has been home to the United States 
Air Force: one of the most important US installations in 
the UK. Further significant developments came in the 
Swinging Sixties as families were relocated by agreement 
with the Greater London Council from the centre of the 
capital to Mildenhall, bringing with them a housing 
boom and new industry and employment opportunities. 

Today, the town has a population of nearly 10,000 people 
and is a thriving community with two primary and 
middle schools, and one upper school, as well as the 
large RAF base and the continuing US presence here 
and at nearby RAF Lakenheath, which have led to the 
town having the highest concentration of American 
residents in the UK: a figure which stood at 18% in 
2005. Traces of the town’s long history are preserved to 
this day in the form of the 15th century St Mary’s 
Church, and the distinctive timber Market Cross. The 
Mildenhall Treasure is commemorated with a replica in 
the town’s own museum.

A BLEND of folk, gospel, pop-rock and 
R&B rolls through the tough subject 
matter of Tony Award-winning musical 
Parade. 

Set in Georgia in 1913, it tells the true 
story of Leo Frank, a Brooklyn-born 
Jewish factory supervisor accused and 
convicted of the murder and rape of 
13-year-old employee Mary Phagan. As 
the trial spiralled into a media frenzy, 
Frank's death sentence was commuted to 
life in prison but he was kidnapped and 
hanged by a lynch mob en route to jail. 

The case led to the return of the Ku 
Klux Klan, the formation of the Jewish 
Anti-Defamation League and laid ground 
for the future Civil Rights Movement. 

So how do you fit all that anger and 
racial tension into a musical theatre 
production? Safe to say expect a rather 
dark and haunting evening at the ADC, 
topped off with murder mystery and 
courtroom drama - although there's a bit 
of love story wrangled in too. 

Composed by Jason Robert Brown, the 
show is being put on by Cambridge's 


Festival Players, the troupe behind The 
Producers and Sweeney Todd: The 
Demon Barber of Fleet Street. 

Director Suzanne Emerson said: “Parade 
is very different from a great deal of 
the musical theatre genre. It deals with 
real people involved in very complex 
and conflicted situations. Although the 
subject matter may be daunting, what 
convinced us to take this on was the 
sheer range and brilliance of the music 
which is used to tell the story, and the 
chance to offer something genuinely 
thought-provoking to the audience."

Silverstone woe for Jarvis 



OLIVER Jarvis could only reflect on what 
might have been after a disappointing day at 
Silverstone where his Blancpain Endurance 
Race was effectively over before it had even 
begun. 

The problems began as early as the fourth 
lap when co-driver Harold Prim at was forced 
into a spin and dropped from 14th on the 
grid to 36th. 

Jarvis and Christopher Haase later did 
their best to bring the Phoenix Racing Audi 
R8 LMS ultra up towards the top 10, but 
when the chequered flag came they had to 
settle for 12th place. 

The Aston Martin of Darren Turner, Stefan 
Mucke and Frederic Makowiecki, making 
a one-off appearance in the series, won the 
race with the two Audi R8s of Belgian team 
WRT finishing second and third. 

“We were disappointed with qualifying 
but our race pace was very good,” said New¬ 
market driver Jarvis, who took on the second 
stint from Primat. 

“But we lost too much time in the first 
stint and when I got in the car we were a lap 
behind (the leaders) already. The Aston 
Martin was in a race of its own but they’ve 
come in just for one race and the balance of 
performance isn’t correct for the series. 

“They’ve only come in to prepare for Le 
Mans. 

“Myself and Christopher’s race pace was 
as quick, or even a bit quicker, than the Audi 
that finished second so that was a positive.” 


Jarvis admitted he was disappointed with 
the incident on lap four that caused Primat 
to lose early ground on the leaders. 

The Ferrari 458 driven by Victor Shaitar 
made an ambitious overtaking manoeuvre 
and in doing so made contact with the Audi, 
forcing it into a spin. 

“I only saw the incident very quickly on 
TV but to me it looked like the Ferrari made 
a stupid move up the inside,” said Jarvis. “It 
looks like he hit him (Harold) in the rear and 
spun him around. I was a bit surprised there 
was no penalty. 

“It looked like the Ferrari tried to brake 
later and there was no room. 

“I think there was an opportunity there 
to back off or brake harder and give Harold 
some room. It cost us a chance of a top-eight 
result. It was disappointing but that’s racing.” 

Primat’s attempt to claw his way back 
through the field suffered a setback half an 
hour into the race when he was spun again 
while trying to overtake a Mercedes that 
swerved into his path, and when Jarvis took 
over with just under an hour of the race gone 
he was in 31st place. 

A steady stint saw him climb up into 15th 
and Haase continued the upward trend by 
gaining three more places before the end of 
the race. 

Despite the early frustration, Jarvis did 
enjoy the race, as well as the first round at 
Monza in April. 

“I’m really enjoying the racing in the se¬ 


ries,” he said. “Harold and Christopher are 
doing a great job. We just need to stay out of 
trouble for the next one. 

“A top eight, at a push top six, was possible 
at Silverstone. 


“Twelfth place is not where we should have 
been but considering where we were it’s not 
a bad recovery.” 

The championship resumes at Paul Ricard 
on June 29 and 30.

Derby delight for Moore 



RYAN Moore described “a very 
dramatic race to be part of” after 
landing his second Derby triumph 
when partnering Ruler Of The 
World to victory on Epsom Downs. 

The Newmarket-based jockey 
followed up his victory on Work¬ 
force in 2010 as Ballydoyle’s second 
string beat Libertarian by one-and- 
a-half lengths on Saturday 

“This is the most important race 
of the year and it’s very special to be 
part of,” said Moore. “Ruler Of The 
World is bred to be a good horse and 
I’m lucky to be riding the best horse, 
it all worked out well in the end. 

“I thought we had a good chance 
but it was only his second start at 
Chester last time, over a mile and a 
half on soft ground, so you are nev¬ 
er quite sure what you have. 

“It was a very dramatic race to 
be part of. They went a slow gallop 
early on and I had to step back and 
take cover behind the favourite, 
who didn’t settle. 

“I was caught very deep but I was 
able to creep into it nicely. I got to 
the front very quickly and it was a 
matter of holding on and toughing 
it out, which you don’t really want 
to be having to do. It was quite a 
tactical race.” 

Moore was also victorious on 
board Duke Of Firenze in the In¬ 
vestec Specialist Bank ’Dash’. 

The Sir Michael Stoute-trained 
four-year-old son of Pivotal was 
making a quick reappearance hav¬ 
ing raced the previous Saturday 
when coming fifth at York. 

And with 100 yards of the five-fur¬ 


long contest remaining, it looked to 
all ends that Hayley Turner would 
win aboard Fair Value. 

But Moore brought Duke Of Fire¬ 
nze shooting through in an amaz¬ 
ing finish to take victory by a neck, 
with Smoothtalkinrascal and Din- 
kum Diamond also making late 
charges to fill the places. 

Chris Richardson, stud direc¬ 
tor for owners Cheveley Park Stud, 
said: “He was a bit unfortunate at 
York - he hit his head at the start, 
was quite unbalanced as a result, 
and then Ryan lost an iron and 
could never get into the race. 

“We took a view that as he was 
entered here and hadn’t had a hard 
race at York he could run again. 

“He was well drawn, but I was 
concerned he didn’t quite have 
the speed for the Dash because he 
could well be suited by six furlongs.” 

Richardson added: “He’s in the 
Wokingham Handicap at Royal As¬ 
cot and while we’ll see how he comes 
out of this race, he certainly gives us 
another bow for that meeting.” 

Newmarket trainer David Sim- 
cock’s Sheikzayedroad triumphed 
in the mile-and-a-half Investec Ze¬ 
bra Handicap. 

He relished the step up in trip to 
win by a quarter of a length from 
Duke Of Clarence and Bruce Ray¬ 
mond, racing manager to owner 
Mohammed Jaber, said: “He’d been 
very keen in his races and we’d 
wanted to step him up in trip. 

“But we have waited until now be¬ 
cause he has grown up a bit and be¬ 
come more furnished.”
